HALTS INTRODUCTION OF GIRL 


WITNESS TESTIMONY. 
Gruelling Examination Paves Way 
for Defense's Biackmail Conten- 
tlons—Question of Age Develops 
Pact that Young Woman Was 
Adopted from Asylum. 


The defense apparently scored in 
the Bixby trial in Judge Biledsoe's 
court yesterday, when the introdue- 
tion of the evidence of Marie Brown 
Levy was ted while the lawyers 
argued the admissibility of her tes- 
timeny. The court heard the argu- 
ments with the jury excluded. He will 
give his decision Monday morning. 
The point raised by LeCompte 
Davis, of counsel for the defense, uw 
that the witness may not be ques- 
tioned as to her alleged relations with 
the defendant as that would be tanta- 


unt to alleging a separate offense. 


The ruling of Judge Finlayson in 
another case where a prosecutor tried 


to introduce testimory of more than 
one alleged crime was cited. Judge 
Finlayson, according to the at- 
torney, sald it would be contempt of 
court to introduce the testimony, and 
manifest error to allow the testimony 
to go into the record. 

ttorney Davis said that if Deputy 
District Attorney Keyes sought to es- 
tablish the character of the house 
by the testimony of Mrs. Levy, the 
defense would admit that the Jonquil 
apartments were used for question- 
able purposes. 

The witness was temporarily with- 
drawn. 

Mrs Emma Barker, foster mother 
of the Barker girl, testified that she 
and her husband took the child when 
Helen was four months old and later 
adopted her. She said that they called 
her Helen, though her full name was 
Cleo Helen. 

Palmer &. Barker stated that hig 
adopted daughter must be a little 
more than I years old. He said she 
Frequently left home and worked in 
Pomona end in Los Angeles. He 
stated he did net know the character 
of the apartments on South Hill 
street unti! shortly before the grand 
jury investigation. 

Ali day yesterday a long line of 
young men waited in the corridor 
hoping for an opportunity to reach 
a ben“ inside. Miss Darker gave un- 
willing testimony concerning her own 
life. 

Bhe was dressed more becomingly 
than on Thursday. She was questioned 
minutely about the $50,000 sult she 
brought against Bixby through a law 
firm and the reasons for her attempt- 
ing to extort so much money from 
the defendant. 

She was also asked if she did not 
wy to sell the story of admitted 
wrong-doing to local newspaper. 


The girl frequently took refuge in the 


answer: “I don’t remember.” 

Iv asked a series of questions 
which evidently pave the way to de- 
fense testimony which may show that 
systematic blackmail was planned by 
the Levy and Parker women

EXPERTS REALTY PREDICTIONS.

according to the testimony of Robert 
M. Allen, in the city’s condemnation 
suit in Judge Works's court yester- 
day. The district affected by the suit 
comprises 30,000 lote with a frontage

“If the last news is exact, and if

We have never been able, generally 
speaking, to see the wisdom of this 
kind of legislation. The different 
conditions prevailing in other coun- 
tries compared with our own, differ- 
ent degrees of enlightenment, of ex- 
perience in self- government, differ- 
ences of environment and of the gen- 
eral sentiments and aspirations of the 
people, have always made it seem to 
us as if great care should be exercised 
in the transplanting of these exotic 
ideas. 

But there are certain fundamental 
things that are so alike among all civ-

The Americans then started on their 
march up the mountains. They had gone 
about sixty miles when they entered the 
Cerro Gordo Pass, and there fought the 
battle of that name, taking 3000 prisoners, 
five generals and forty cannon. They then 
climbed their way on over the mountains 
and on to the city of Puebla which ts situ- 
ated on the plateau about seventy-five 
miles from the capital Puebla has now 
over 100,000 inhabitants, and it is one of 
the industrial centers of Mexico. It has 
great cotton mills and a number of fac- 
tories, beautiful residences, and one of 
the finest cathedrals of the world. 
When Scott reached there ft had about 
50,000 population, and there was a great 
army awaiting him at Mexico City. In the 
meantime, he had sickness among his men 
in coming over the mountains. Seven 
of his regiments had been discharged and | 
the American forces had been reduced to 
a little over 10,000, nearly half of whom 
were recruits. 


Scott left 2500 of his troops, including 
the sick and wounded, in Puebla, and with 
the balance marched upon Mexico City, 
where he knew an army of about five times 
his own force awaited him. He had only 
about 7500, while the Mexicans had 36,000. 

He came over the mountains and down 
into the little valley where lies Mexico 
City. He skirted the lakes and met the 
enemy first at Churubusco, where he 
gained a great victory. He fought the 
Mexicans again at Molino del Rey, and 
again before the Castle of Chapultepec, 
where the President of Mexico now lives. 
He was victorious everywhere, and on the 
i4th of September the Mexican army 
evacuated and he triumphantly entered 
the capital. 

During his operations in the Valley of 
Mexico Gen. Scott's total losses were 2703 


The Mexicans lost more than 7000 in 
killed and wounded and we took over 3700 
prisoners of war. Scott remained in Mex- 
ico for some time. He had his headquar- 
ters in Mexico City, where his troops were 
reinforced to an aggregate of 20,000 men. 


It was on february 2, 1848, that the 
Mexicans made peace. The conference 
was held just outside the capital, near the 
shrine of Guadalupe and under the shadow 
of ite Sacred Virgin, who is the patron 
saint of the Mexicans. It is said that the 
Mexicans prayed to the Virgin to bring 
about peace, and that many among them 
believed that it came through her interces- 
sion. 

During my stay in Mexico | visited Cha- 
pultepec, Churubusco and Molino del Rey. 
The localities of the fighting can easily be 
found, and under the great trees at Cha- 
pultepec the spot is pointed out where the 
young Mexican cadets fought so bravely 
I also visited 
Guadalupe Hidalgo, where the peace 
treaty was signed. It is three miles from 
the capital, and may be reached by street 
car. This place is still the most visited of

Paint the Landscape Green. 


ET us have all the landscapes green 80 

far as lies in our power. Nowhere in 
less favored climes (which includes nearly 
the whole world) may the land be so car- 
peted with perpetual green as in this fa- 
vored southiand. It has been said that 
green grass is not natural to this clime, 
and therefore we should have it not, but 
while we may cover local landscapes with 
other material, there ts a charm about the 
intense green of blue grass that its not 
equalled or produced to any considerable 
degree by any other vegetation. Lawns 
are easier to start and to maintain in this 
climate than in any other. It seems to 
make little difference upon what soll we 
build, except upon pure sand lawns, as all

It has an 
ample foliage of finely-cut, delicate leaves 
of a bluish-green that is a splendid “neu- 
tral” or harmonizer of colors. Its flowers 
are profusely borne on all parts of the plant 
and in color are a brilliant Scarlet.

Developing a New Flower. 


The famous rose gardens of Lyon owe 


_| their excellence largely to a light soil, an 


abundance of sunshine and the proper 
amount of moisture. From time immemo- 
rial local rosarians have taken advantage 
of the favoring conditions until skill and 
interest in the industry have made the 


out the parks and gardens of the world. 
The ground where the roses are chiefly 
cultivated is on the outskirts of the city. 


roses of the Rhone Valley known through- 


tected only by high walis at the confines of 
the property. Nearly all of the plants arv 
out of doors. 

Roses grown in the alluvial plain near 
Lyon thrive often even more luxuriantly 
when transplanted in a heavier soil, but 
roses taken from such heavier earth, where 
they may have been grown exclusively, oc- 
casionally retrograde when set out here. 
An instance may be cited in the case of 
the American Beauty, stated to be originally 
the Mme. Ferdinand Jamin, a French rose, 
but developed in America and rechristened 
there. This rose loses much of its ac- 
quired richness and size when set out on 
the land in Lyon. The common rambler, 
on the other hand, luxuriates on every trel- 
lis and pillar. The standard varieties flour- 
ish in this climate, so that nearly all of the 
best roses of other countries besides the 
Lyonnaise creations are grown by local 
trursery men. 

Those whose sole occupation is to grow 
roses on a large scale for profit have been 
known here to bring out many new varie 
tles in a year. Some of the finest roses 
ever known have been created within sight 
of the towers of this ancient city. It is a 
frequent occupation for persons of this vi- 
cinity to devote considerable time to rose 
growing for pleasure, often with the hope 
of producing a new rose that may be novel 
in form, color, scent or size. On very small 
plots of groutid attached to their dwellings 
local amateurs have managed to bring out 
remarkable specimens. Some of the varie- 
ties may be recognized from the allusion to 
their place of origin in their names, such 
as Beauty of Lyon, Lyon Rose, Belle Lyon- 
naise, Coquette of Lyon, Star of Lyon, Pearl 


naise, Lyonnais and Marvel of Lyon. 

That it often takes a vast deal of patient 
study to develop a new rose, whether by 
professional rosarians or by persons who 
cultivate roses as an avocation, may be 
gathered from the fact that years may 
elapse before the final bloom grown from 
seed is perfected and made ready for the 
trade through propagation by cuttings or 
otherwise. When success does come---and 
it comes often enough to make the effort 
worth the while of the rose growers of 
Lyon—‘ne reward is ample. During the 
present season an entire stock of 10,000 
plants of a new rose of a rare coral tint was 
sold out as soon as offered—[{New York

In all my research in this line of thought,

To further my investigations, I took room 
and board in the same house with this spir- 
itualist; the additional household consist- 
ing of man and wife (both spiritualists) and 
a well-known medium. Night after night 
we held seances amid the tooting of horns, 
the ringing of bells, the playing of banjos, 
and other tom-foolery. These seances be- 
ing of a private character were the more in- 
teresting and were conducted with less ifke- 
lihood of fraud, and furnished a more satis- 
factory opportunity for careful investiga 
tion. 

As I now look back over these interven- 
ing years, I see clearly, whereas at that 
time saw “as through a glass darkly.” It 
should be remembered that I was wholly 
unbiased during all these years of investi- 
gation; in fact, at that time and for many 
years thereafter, I was, in consequence of 
many wonderful and unaccountable per 
sonal experiences, a believer in spiritual- 
ism; but (I want that worde but“ fully em- 
phasized) a believer with a mental reserva- 
tion, a shadow of a doubt as to the cause of- 
the phenomena.

The Con.iusions Considered. 
1 It may seem strange that I should ever 

„accept spirit phenomena after so many 
years of careful investigation. To accept, 
or, rather, to acknowledge the phenomena 
does not mean the acceptance of spiritism. 
Many persons have said to me that they 
could find out all there is in spiritism in 
twenty-five minutes instead of as many 
years. Possibly so; that is, all that their 
prejudice would allow them to investigate. 

The phenomena are apparent, as thous- 
ands can testify; but the question hinges 
on the alleged cause of the many manifes- 
tations. The fact that every phase of spir- 
itism can be faked is no assurance that the 
phenomena are unreal. There are honest 
and conscientious mediums I will admit, 
but they are not conscious of the source of 
their power; hence attribute it, in all sin- 
cerity, to spirits of the dead. This is the 
rock upon which we split the cause. No, 
the spirits of the dead are not the cause, 
but the spirits of the living. The whole 
structure of spiritualism rests upon this in- 
secure foundation. Listen! Why should a 
dead man's spirit in abnormal union with 
a living man’s body, possess more know 
edge or power thanea living man's spirit in 
normal union with his own body?
